MUNICirAL  CBIiMT 


It  is  well  known  that  miinlcipal  taxes  are  sa 

heavy  In  some  rases  asUr  form  an  almost  or  quite 
Uxtolerable  burden  upon  tbt  taicpftyer.  Sometimes 
tilt  statement  It  mtdt  ihUA  the  present  unf ortu- 
.    nate  financial  situation  In  which  these  municlpall- 
.  ties  Ilnd  thtmatltts  Is  due  to  the  rapacity  oi 

resent  hlKh  interes^attS  the  cau.se  of  heavy 
taxes.  In  point  ol  laot  hiill  interest  rates  are  the 
natural  mhd  IneaeaiMiible  effect  of  municipal  e«- 

—  travaganre  or  bad  mnnaRpment  or  both. 

Upon  whom  does  the  responsibiliLy  lor  munici- 
pal tKtr*ttfaaee  rtst?  The  answer  surely  is  that 
the  ordinary  ratepayer,  and  that  means  most  of 
us.  must  bear  a  lalr  share  of  blame  for  municipal 
«xtraTafanet.-Too  often  th^  ratepayer  has  cheer- 
fully voted  In  the  afTlrmatlve  upon  money  by- 
laws Involving  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars 
wlthottt^rHrlnK  much  thought  to  the  effect  of  his 
unthrlft  upon  the  future  of  the  municipality's 
credit.  Municipal  Councils  and  School  Boards 
must  also  bear  their  fair  ahcrt  of  blame  in  these 
matters.  For  example,  a  few  years  ago  a  certain 
l^-law  to  raise  a  large  sum  of  money  for  a  project 
of  rery  doitt»tfUl  value  was  three  times  submitted 
to  the  ratepayers  of  Victoria  It  was  defeated 
three  timet,  however.  *nd  the  rate payts,  by 
standliit  fttt.  escaped  an  additional  and  quite 
unnecessary  tax  burden 

Besides  the  Individual  ratepayers  and  the  pub- 

 Ue-sptnding  bodies  there  Is  anotlicr  important 

factor,  namely,  the  bond  broker.  Bond  brokers 
have  a  responsible  function  to  perform  In  mat- 
ters relating  to  municipal  finance.  It  will  hardly 
be  denied  that  one  of  their  duties  is  that  of  tur- 
nlshlng  an  Informed  and  expert  opinion  upon 
the  value  of  the  securities  offered  by  them  to  the 
public.  The  broker  who  advises  his  clients  to 
invest  their  savings  In  the  bonds  of  a  municipality 
which  Is  over  head  and  ears  In  debt  does  not  fully 
understand  his  duties  and  obligations  either  to 
his  clients  or  to  the  munWlpallty  concerned. 
Bond  brokers  and  bondholders,  thereft)re.  must 
al.so  bear  their  fair  share  of  responsibility  for  the 
disasters  which  have  overtaken  extravagant  mu- 
nicipalities. 

It  (luRht  to  be  quite  clear  from  a  consideration 
of  ih(  ;,e  matters  that  when  a  municipality,  over- 
burdened with  debt,  applies  to  its  creditors  for 
easier  terms,  an  excellent  ca;>e  can  be  made  out 
on  the  ground  that  ratepayers,  Counc  ils,  School 
Boards  and  bondholders  alike  have  in.ide  the 
mistake  of  overestimating  the  ability  o;  the  mu- 
nicipality to  pay,  and  that  adjustments  can  and 
should  be  arranged  by  the  reuonable  method  of 
compromise. 

People  who  have  money  to  invest  will  not  lend 
It.  .save  at  high  rates  of  interest,  to  a  municipality 
which  does  not  manage  Its  affairs  with  some  de- 
gree of  prudence  and  thrift.  Vancouver  Is  show- 
ing signs  of  repentance  for  its  former  extrava- 
gances and  is  to  ask  its  creditors  to  reduce  their 
interest  rates.  A  request  of  this  kind  Is  perfectly 
legitimate  and  it  is  possible  and  indeed  likely  that 
a  settlement  can  be  arrived  at  between  the  parties 
concerned  on  the  basis  of  free  and  unhampered 
barRaining.  The  Vancouver  Council,  however. 
Intends  to  Invoke  the  assistance  of  the  Provmcial 
Legislature.

Even  re- 
pentance may  not  necessarily  mean  a  conception 
of  the  XMvlht  Providence.  It  does  hot  discharge 
us  from  the  duty  otwork  and  forethought.  There 
must  be  a  growing  appreciation  of  life's  values,  a 
preservation  of  the  ^me  balance  of  interests,  and 
perennial  faith  in  the  omnipotence  of  Divinity. 
There  is  anxiety  always  In  this  course,  however 
great  the  need  of  repentance  may  be.  Bven  after 
repentance,  freedom  from  anxiety  must  be  won. 
There  Is  an  admirable  Iniunctlon  .in  this  regard 
written  by  Dr.  C.  Monteflore  in  his  book  oh  the 
Synoptic  Gospels  when  he  says' 
"Not  to  be  anxious  means  to  have  a  free  heart, 
be  courageous  and  active,  to  accept  our  life 


and  Comment 
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every  day  fresh  from  God's  hand  and  to  tru.st  In 
Him.  But  such  composure  of  mind  Is  not  only  a 
hlndrahSi.  but  is  even  an  inexhaustible  source 
of  strength  for  a  successful  struggle  for  existence 
And  how  shall  be  attain  such  Ireedom  from 
anxifiy?  Jeiui  says  to  us.  'Fill  your  hearts  with 
a  Kreat  j)urpose.  endeavor  after  the  KinRdom  of 
God,  strive  after  personal  perfection,  and  then 
what  has  hitherto  oppressed  you^vriU  appear  to 
you  petty  and  Insignificant.'" 

One  of  the  lessons  of  Christianity  Ls  to  bring 
forth  fruits  meet  for  repentance.  That  goal  set 
in  view  will  teach  humanity  that  half  the  troubles 
of  Ufe  never  happen.  There  Is  such  a  thing  as 
self-inflicted  anxiety  that  may'  Wtll  beuuaw  a 
dls«ase,  but  it  is  Impossible  where  repentance  Is 
full  and  free  and*where  the  state  of  mind  that 
feeling  Induces  Is  nurtured  In  a  way  of  living 
which  gives  the  whole  heart  to  the  task  of  bring- 
ing the  seed  of  repentance  to  the  full  fruit  of 
perfection.  The  panacea  for  life's  fever  of  dis- 
traction, no^  the  panacea  only  but  the  full  and 
perennial  cure,  is  entire  rrtiance  on  the  Divine 
goodness  and  Jldellty  In  the  service  of  the  Klng- 
dom  of  Heaven.  The  Christian  cthlc.  an  Impor- 
tant  part  of  which  is  repentance,  gives  the  highest 
standards  of  moral  Ufe  with  the  power  to  attain 
them.  He  Who  gave  the  Divine  Promise  shows  a. 
long-suffering  willingness  that  no  one  should 
peridi  but  that  all  should  come  to  repentance. 


POLITICAL  BANKING 


An  astute  an  observer  as  Sir  John  Simon,  Brit- 
ish l-'oreign  Secretary,  could  never  fall  a  victim 
to  the  illusion  that  the  state,  or  rather  the  people 
of  the  state:  would  benefit  through  the  national- 
ization of  the  banks.  He  points  out  that  the  most 
important  function  of  the  banks  Is  the  giving  of 
credit  and  that  this  is  the  chief  source  of  the 
adaptability  and  elasticity  of  Industry.  It  Is  com- 
petition among  banks  that  makes  them  eager  to 
Rrant  credit,  alwavs  provided  that  their  depositors 
can  be  secured.  Under  nationalization,  Sir  John 
believes  that  there  would  be  the  danger  of  a  mon- 
opoly of  credit  and  of  the  misuse  or  denial  of  op- 
portunities. 

"Any  political  authority,"  says  Sir  John  Simon. 

"especially  In  a  democratic  state,  has  particular 
dlfllcullles  In  maintaining  a  system  of  sound 
banking.  *  A  nationalized  banking  system  may  be 
workable  under  a  dictatorship,  but  It  threatens 
grave  political  evils  In  a  Parliamentary  system. 
Even  as  regards  the  Central  Bank,  a  large  measure 
of  Independence  is  neee.ssary.  Every  inquiry  In 
every  country  since  the  war  has  reported  In  favor 
of  preserving  the  independence  of  the  Central 
Bank,  in  order  that  it  may  perform  Its  functions 
properly— by  considering  the  needs  of  commerce, 
and  not  of  temporary  political  expediency.  It  is 
the  only  way  to  safeguard  governments  from  the 
temptation  of  meeting  their  financial  difficulties 
by  currency  Juggling  and  credit  inflation.  It  Is  a 
curious  phenomenon  that  at  «-tlm«-when  British 
banking  has  proved  most  clearly  Its  superiority 
If  legislative  action  is  necessary  on^" other  countries' systems,  the  .Socialists  should 

loudly  demand  some  fimdamental  change.  Sta- 
bility and  public  confidence  are  aU  against  It." 


BE^BNTANCB 

A  difficulty  In  the  human  mind,  even  among 
those  who  would  lain  lead  moral  lives,  is  to  hear 

the  call  that  would  lead  them  to  repentance. 
There  are  besetting  evils  at  every  turnpike  on  the 
way  wt  travel;  from  these  It  is  possible  always 
to  turn  away  if  the  will  power  exlst.s.  How  to 
exert  that  power,  how  to  win  the  reward  of  such 
-eaertlon.  is  the  problem  that  effects  so  many.  Hie 
les.son  of  Scripture  deals  largely  with  the  need 
of  repentance,  but  that  need  was  never  put  for- 
ward as  a  necessity  until  first  the  proml.se  of  life 
eternal  had  been  given  That  Is  the  rew.ird ;  that 
Is  the  prercQuisitc  of  new  moral  obllgallon.s; 
that  is  the  call  for  a  readjustment  of  minds  to 
spiritual  facXs.  It  is  a  .<;imimohs  to  fit  heart-and 
mind  Into  the  spiritual  reality. 

The  emphasis  of  the  New  Testameht  Is  laid,  not 
on  what  the  soul  turns  away  from  In  its  fight 
Against  evil  and  temptation,  but  upon  the  spirit- 
ual fact.s.  upon  the  kingdom  secured  and  offered 
to  mankind.  These  spiritual  facts  are  the  moulders 
of  will  power;  they  are  what  bring  the  pressure 
to  bear  on  the  soul  to  make  it  withstand  evil. 
Repentance,  however  sincere,  docs  not  .spell  Im- 
mediate salvation.  The  sudden  act  may  just  mean 
-ft  revulsion  from  sin.  Its  results  must  be  fash- 
ioned and  shaped  Intaw  complete  readjustment 
tf  the  entire  personality.  There  Is  no  warrant 
;  tef  Scripture  to  show  that  chrbt  and  His 
Apostles  were  concerned  wltli  analyzing  human 
personality.  What  they  came  with  was  a  new 
message,  the  historic  revelation  of  God's  love,  a 
fact  eternal  in  the  heavens  yet  newly  revealed. 
They  sought  to  awaken  the  consciences  of  men. 
to  arouse  them  to  repentance  for  their  pn&ts.  to 
see,  to  accept  and  to  fit  themselves  into  the  new 
fact;  to  review  their  ways  of  life  in  the  light  of' 
an  unchanging  purpose.  It  Is' the  new  message 
Of  hope  which  broke  the  entail  of  the  past,  which 
offered  to  mankind  deliverance  from  the  spirit 
Of  fatalism. 

The  science  of  psychology  which  has  so  warped 
the  high  philosophy  of  the  ancients  has  a  ten- 
dency to  describe  religion  as  nothing  more  than 
a  product  of  men's  hopes  and  fears.  That  is  a 
denial  at  the  whole  religious  experience  of  Chris- 
tians; it  It  t  denial  of  history  itself  There  is 
something  In  human  experience  far  beyond  the 
measure  of  scientists  and  psychologists,  and  In 
thftt  i^omething  thrr*  is  the  knowledge  that  reh- 
-  flon  has  a  Uft  tnd  purpose  o'  its  own  whiet^dom- 
inates  all  tlN  in  Um  shaping  uf  character.  The

Our  friend  is  a  capitalist,  but  not 
suCBcient  oc  a  eapltallst  \o  make 
him  an  object  of  large  envy  to  the 
few  Who  shout  "down  with  capital 
and  up  with  the  proletariat."  but  he 
was  po.sfie.ssod  of  -••fflclent  money 
to  make  Idiu  independent  of  the 
dele.  Be  had  bonds  and  wM  about 
to  cxchanBf  them  for  an  annuity 
He  w^s  alarmed  becauset,.  he  had 
b^  Tsedfng  about  repudiathMT  (In 
Vanco  or  and  other  places)  c'  In- 
terest on  bonds  and  securities,  and 
he  hoped tiriiifike  his  future  secure, 
or  as  nearly  secure  a.s  possible  In 
the&e  days  of  uncertainty  and  Inse- 
curity. His  was  a  case  of  metton. 
and  hi.s  anion  an  evidence  Of  the 
elXects  of  repercussion. 

These  also  are  days  of  discussion 
abQUtA<?erlain  abstract  thing  called 
social  credit.  We  Holuii  brileve 
anybody  knows  very  much  about 
the  actual  meaning  of  the  phrase 
Boeild  credit:  but  almost  ererybody 
knows  something  about  the  mean- 
ing of  individual  credit,  municipal 
credit  and  national  credit.  We  have 
a  .suspicion  thiit  even  t)io  most  ar- 
dent and  blatant  advocates  of  the 
so-called  prmclple  of  social  credit 
Icnow-  what  it  means,  because  if 
they  have  that  knowledge  they 
never,  have  been  able  to  deflne  the 
mcanmg  o'.  the  term  no  that  people 
of  ordinary  imderstandlng  can 
comprehend  the  meaning  of  it.  But 
if  individual  credit,  municipal  credit 
or  liational  credit  be  destroyed,  the 
consequences  will  be  so  obvious  that 
any  man,  thodiE'a  fo^wlll  under- 
stand it. 

In  certain  quarter.s  of  thi.s  prov- 
ince. Uiere  has  been  6omc  talk  of 
repudiation  of  eontraetual  financial 
obliRiition.'.  Iinmrdlnlcly  that  talk 
began  there  were  reactions  and 
repercussions.  The  excursion  of  our 
friend  ii  '  .  !  iiank  was  an  indica- 
tion in  a  small  way  of  reactton  to 
circumstances  which  had  sounded  a 
note  of  alarm.  There  Is  a  possibility 
our  friends  reaction  in  a  small  way 
was  an  Indication  of  other  reactions 
In  a  much  bii?Rer  way.  for  we  have 
noted  signs  of  a  (11"!p-)sif  ion  tn 
repudiate  the  idea  of  repudiation. 
For  the  ugly  Word  repudiation  there 
has  been  sub.stltuted  the  ple.-isanter 
word  conversion.  There  Is  reason 
In  the  argument  that  as~Uie  wages 
of  Individuals  have  been  reduced 
and  bu&lness  has  been  compelled  to 
take  its  tosses,  there  is  no  reason 
why  the  carnliiK.s  nf  investments 
should  not  take  their  sliare  of  re- 
ducttons.^ 

•  •  • 

The  British  Government  realised 
the  force  of  the  argument  when  It 
converted  loans  negotiated  at  a 
high  rate  of  Interest  Into  bonda 
bearing  a  much  lower  rate  of  In- 
terest, sold  them  upon  the  markets 
and  saved  the  taxpayers  millions  of 
pounds  snnually.  The  f>ominlon 
Government  realized  the  same 
thing  when  It  converted  securities 
drawing  heavy  rates  of  mterest  into 
bonds  bearing  a  lowrr  rate  of  In- 
terest and  saved  the  taxpayers  of 
this  country  nearly  sixteen  millions 
of  dollars  annually.  Thoee  were 
perfectly  legitimate  transactions, 
and  tavestork  inteiesleU  uiiurovM 
of  them.  Credit.  Instead  of  being 
destroyed,  became  sotmder  than 
ever.

We  submit  It  la  an  unfortunate 
thing  that  the  ugly  word  repudla- 
:i<)ii  has  been  Injottod  into  tlie  l.ssue 
a  I  all,  for  credit  already  ha&  been 
adversely  affected,  and  if  conver- 
sion 1.1  going  to  be  substituted  for 
repudiation.  It  will  be  harder  to 
convert  than  it  would  have  been  if 
the  ugly  word  ri  pudiation  had  b<'rn 
left  out  of  the  discussion.  We  meet 
another  friend  almoet  every  day 
who  Is  afflicted  by  a  "conniption 
nt"  «hrn  the  word  capital  is  men- 
tk>ned.  Yet  this  friend  desires  se- 
curity In  hia  Job.  Why  should  not 
capital  desire  security  In  Its  Invest- 
ments? If  the  average  man  be  not 
auured  of  security  in  his-  Job  In  one 
place^  he  will  go  to  other  places  in 
search  of  it.  If  capital  becomes 
alarmed  about  the  sectuity  of  its  in- 
ve"8tments  in  onf  country  it  will 
transfer  Its  money  to  another  coun- 
try where  there  is  assurance  of  se- 
ctirlty.  Under  modern  syBtems  of 
exchanife  it  is  much  simpler  for 
capital  tx>  tnkr  fliplit  than  for  an 
Individual  to  i ran<sft>r  his  talen&'lo 
other  fields  of  labor.

is  his  Saviour. 

Last  Friday  evening,  the  man  of 

sclirncp' testinert  to  his  being  rLso  a 
inian  of  religion.  He  acknowledged 
i  '  hand  of  God  in  hLs  own  life, 
and  Ln  the  order  and  majesty  of  the 
universe.  Also,  about  eighteen 
months  ago.  Dr.  Pla.'.kctt  made  a 
public  avowal  of  his  Christian  be- 
lief. He  gave  an  address  in  Christ 
Church  Cathedral  on  this  very  mat- 
ter of  religion  and  science,  starting 
from  the  word^;  of  the  19th  Psalm, 
'  Tlie  heavrrxs  declare  the  glory  of 
Ciod.  and  the  firmament  showeth 
forth  His  bandlwork."  This  addrcas 
was  -published  In  The  Canadian 
Churchman,  of  Toronto,  and  l.s  a 
delightfully  clear  exposition  of  how 
God  is  revealed  In  nature  and  per- 
sonality. 

••Surely.''  said  this  man  of  science, 
no  ober\ant.  thoughtful  person 
can  look  about  him  and  ponder 
liipon  the  inner  meahinc  of  the 
phenomena  everywhere  manifested 
In  nature,  without  being  Impressed 
by  the  feeling  that,  all  th".se  marvels 
could  not  have  happened  by  chance, 
nor  meditate  upon  them  without 
seeing  the  hand  Of  God  in  them. 
They  lead  naturally  and  Inevitably 
to  con.sideraf  Inn.',  of  the  Power  and 
Wisdom  behind  them." 

Backing  up  thU  general  state- 
ment, Dr.  Plaskett  goes  on  to  note 
first  of  all,  the  signs  of  God  in  or- 
dinary thing.s  In  the  nature  that 
Is  near  to  us.  He  tells  of  atoms,  of 
which  all  things  are  composed.  The 
atom  is  so  small  that  over  100.000,000 
of  them  could  be  placed  side  by  side 
In  an  Inch.  Tlie  atom  In  turn  Is 
made  up  of  electrons  and  protons, 
tiwse  so  tiny  that,  small  as  are  the 
atoms.  100.000  electrons  could  he 
placed  In  the  width  of  one  atom 
Notwlth.stAndinB  Us  minuteness,  the 
atom  is  a  wonderful  complex  struc- 
ture, eempbsed  of  the  nueleiis  strr- 
rounded  by  electrons,  .  something 
like  a  mihlAlure  soIAr  sy.stem,  and, 
like  the  solar  «ystem,  in  mainly 
empty  ipace.  These  give,  do  they 
not.  he  asks,  "an  exalted  Impression 
bf  the  ipflnlte  Wiadfim  and  Pover 
of  the  Creatort"

From  the  Inllnltely  small  the  man 
of  science  takes  his  readers  up  to 
the  infinitely  great,  to  get  a  picture, 
not  perhaps,  be  says,  more  wonder- 
ful, but  much  more  impressive  to 
our  finite  minds,  a,  grander  lon- 
reption  of  the  wonders  Of  creation.

inanimate  matter  to  natter  en- 
dowed with  life,  that  "mysterious 
c«ence  which,  united  with  certain 
form.s  of  matter,  piodures  .some- 
thing Uiat  is  more  tiiaa  matter, 
that  endows  matter  with  new  and 
mIracukMia  properties."  Man  has 
not  been  able  to  capture  this  elusive 
and  mysterious  essence,  has  never 
been  able  to  produce  even  the  low- 
est form  ot  life.  Dr.  Plaakett  quotes 
Sir  Frederic  G.  Hopkins,  president 
of  the  British  Association  two  years 
ago:  "Most  biologists,  I  think, 
have  agreed  that  life's  advent  was 
at  onee  the  most  improbable  and 
the  most  .significant  event  In  the 
history  of  the  unlveri>e." 

Science,  acknowledging  Ignorance 
and  defeat,  afld  being  unable  to  find 
any  human  explanation,  of  the  mir- 
acle of  life,  "we  can  only  turn  to 
Ood."  Thus  does  the  man  of  sci- 
ence, who  knows  so  mueh,  direct  us 
who  know  m  little.    "Turn  to  God." 

Kislng  from  the  lower  forms  of 
life  to  the  higher,  the  scientist 
points  to  man  as  the  culminating 
point,  the  summit  of  ereatton.  To 
man.  Ood  ha*  given  thkt  most  mar- 
velous faculty  of  reason,  by  which 
he.  a  mere  speck  of  dust  inhabiting 
for  a  brief  time  an  insignificant 
planet,  is  able  to  penetrate  into  the 
interior  of  an  atom  on  the  one  hand 
and  into  the  inconceivable  deptlisj 
of  4>ace  on  the  other.  Mian  haa  also 
been  endowed  by  a  loving  God 
"with  the  sense  of  moral  and  .'spirit- 
ual values,  with  the  urge  towards 
the  higher  ideals  of  life  and  with  a 
conscience  always  fighting  against 
the  forces  of  evil.  Man  has  been 
given,  if  in  a  very  Imperfect  degree, 
some  of  the  attributes  of  his  Cre- 
ator; man  has  been  made  In  the 

PERSONALITY  OF  GOD 

/  From  personality  in  man,  the 
man  of  science  bids  us  look  ifp  and 

know  the  personality  in  God.  He 
cannot  conceive  that  the  Creator 
should  be  Inferior  to  the  created. 
I tJa^not. consistent,  it.ls  not  reason- 
able. "It  seems  to  me  folly  and 
bla.spheiny  to  think  of  denying  to 
God  such  attributes  as  love  and 
fatherhood,  when  they  are  found  In 
human  personality."  Bp  he  takes 
the  highest  step:  "If  a  Ood  of  In- 
finite power  and  wisdom  neat^-d 
and  rules  the  universe,  then  a  God 
of  aupreme  tove  and  fatherhood 
cares  ior  the  ereatoraa  He  has  made 
In  his  own  image." 

In  dlsru.s.slnR  the  progros.s  from 
lower  to  higher  forma  of  life.  Dr. 
Plaskett  confesses  himself  a  be- 
liever in  the  theory  of  evolution.  It 
gives,  he  thinks,  a  "much  grander 
and  nobler  picture  than  that  of 
creation  In  a  moment.  *  L^t  him 
state  the  case  lor  himself.  ^TBven 
if  we  tlilnk.  as  in  now  the  general 
opinion  of  rrience.  that  life  evolved 
gradiiallv  from  the  lower  to  the 
higher  forms,  from  protoplasm  to 
man,  the  Creative  Act  and  the 
Guiding  Power  wa.s  ncce.v>ary.  It 
has  always  seemed  to  me,  and  I 
think  it  «x>uld  be  the  opinion  of  all 
thoughtful  persons,  that  a  concep- 
tloa-oC-the  Supreme  Being  as  a 
wl.'se  and  loving  Ood  who.  Iiavlng 
given  the  first  spark  of  life,  then 
guides  it  In  evolvUig  gra<lually.  con- 
tinually attaining  to  higher  and 
higher  forms,  finally  reaching  man 
'created  in  His  own  Ima^e,"  in  a 
much  grander  and  nobler  picture 
than  that  of  cre.iMo.i  m  a  moment." 

Very  simply  and  earnestly  the 
man  of  science  aligns  himself  with 
tho.se  who  f.rr\r-  Christ  The  way 
of  the  Clirtstian  requires  similar 
qualities  to  thORC  of  a  stUdMi*-of 
science.  "Slnfleness  of  purpose, 
pattenee,  unaeinahness.  honesty,  all 

essential  to  a  srientLsr,  are  also 
some  of  the  qualities  required  „of  a 
Christian  In  addition,  the  Chris- 
tian requirea  the  higher  attrlbutea, 
and  those  more  diflSeult  to  attain, 

of  love,  faith,  trust  rir.d  complete 
surrender  to  the  service  of  the 
Saviour. " 

Victoria  is  the  richer  for  having 
as  a  dtltcn  a  scientist  so  renowned 
and  a  attlan  so  devout.

First  the 
image  appeared  vaguely,  and  then  gradually 
became  clearer 'in  outline.  A  lumlnoalty  gaTe 
the  weird  effect  that  a  spirit  or  gho«t  might 
have.  To  the  worshippers  it  was  super- 
natural.  To  modem  audents  It  reveals  the 

fact  that  jwie.sf.s  in  3000  B  C.  were  quite 
familiar  with  the  principle  of  light  rays,  and 
that  the  secrets  of  the  concave  glass  ware  not 
hidden  from  them,  although  in  their  case  they 
used  highly  polished  silver  concaves.  Ex-, 
pansion  and  contraction  of  air  was  known  to 
'.hcse  sorcerers,  for  by  flttl:^R  'ip  devices  that 
expanded  the  air  in  a  concealed  chamber  they 
were  able,  through  the  ^naans  of  »  small  fire 
on  the  altar,  to  open  the  door  of  a  shrine 
vlthout  the  apparent  aid  of  human  hand. 

Coming  to  the  middle  ages  one  finds  that 
photography  was  known  to  the  inner  drcla  of 
mystics  In  those  days,  for  Benvenuto  Oellinl 
was  much  perturbed  over  the  production  of 
devils  and  goblins  In  a  demonstration  done  for 
l.:m  in  the  Coliseum  one  night  by  a  monk  who 
dabbled  In  magic.  Use  of  a  magic  lantern  en- 
abled the  m<mk  to  perform  this  trick,  says  the 
tacyclopedia  Britanntea.

WHKM  the  Chrletlan  eia  daw'iied.  tieuo* 
mamy  w;ls  driven  from  the  temples. 
Magicians  were  looked  upon  as  jnan.jrho  held 
communion  with  the  deyll.  IMa  was  the 
hardest  period  for  the  performers  of  magic. 
Ciradually  through  the  centuries  the  fear  of 
magic  waned  until  it  became  accepted  as  a 
form  of  enterti^ment.  Flnt  it  waa  an  at> 
traction  at  fairs,  then  It  was  developed  to  a 
higher  degree  of  entertainment  imtil  now  it 
holds  sway  once  more,  and  has  become  a  mdr« 
intricate  art,  than  it  ever  was  in  the  days  of 
the  pagan  templea  with  their  mystic  rites.

magician,  who  first  dreamed  of  an  Inter- 
natlonal  brotherhood  of  magicians,  where 
frlendsixips  could  be  made,  tricks  exchanged, 
and  the  profession  of  conjuring  raised  to  a 
1  igher  le\el  than  heretofore.  MO  °MIIVMMoB 
has  been  held  in  Canada  yet. 

Actual  formation  of  the  international 
organlaation  was-  in  1933.  Yet  in  that  tfMft 
period  the  organization  ha.s  been  able  to  raise 
the  standard  of  the  profession  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  a  boom  to  now  being  experienced 
in  all  things  magie.  Probably  the  most  valu- 
able contribution  of  thi.s  organisation  to  the 
profession  was  the  setting  up  of  a^code  of 
ethics  that  'are  eloaaly  abktod  to'  br  (In 
f  essionai  artist.

Big 
Ben  Briant  was  the  acknowledged  champion 
of  hIa  day.  He  died  at  the  early  age  of 
thirty  from  drinking  cold  water  on  a  hot 
day.  —  " 

Th^re  was  Paddy  Ryan,  the  hardest  hitter - 
in  England,  whose  drawback  was  that  he  could^ 
ifot  keep  his  head.  Re  alao  foo^t  Jiolmaanr 
One  round  lasted  three  minutes,  believed  at 
that  time  to  be  the  record  period  between 
knockdowns. 

The  Young  Ruffian 

THERE  was  the  Young  Ruffian,  who  used 
to  walk  the  atieeta  with  a  gbl  accomplice' 
whom  he  would  pretend  to  bent  unmercifully 
m  the  iiope  that  iome  gentleman  would  inter- 
fere. If  this  happened,  tha  fighter  would 
pummel  the  Good  Samaritan  and  tUk  hli 
pockets  in  the  process. 

There  was  George  the  Brewer,  who  "did  not 
attempt  to  avoid  any  Itow  other  than  by 
.stopping  1'."  and  Corcoran,  the  champion  of 
the  Irish,  who  "stands  out  amongst  all  as  a 
clean  filter."  Thia  waa  no  mean  tribute  in 
a  day  when  fighting  was  notoriously  unclean. 

There  was  Hunt,  a  small  man  who  weighed 
only  nine  stOne  and  stood  only  five  feet-four 
inches.  He  fought  men  twice  his  sise.  His 
specialty  was  "changing  guards  " 

-  "U«  appeared,  "  says  the  Sporting  Magazine 
writer  who  remembered  him,  "patiently  to 
await  tha  applicaiiop  ol  a  uro*   which.  If 

*  aimed  at  his  body,  he  avoided  by  stewing 
askfg  md  then  took  an  opportunity  of  innd- 
Irig  his  man  who  vajjdrtffn  forward  by  hus 
own  force.  If  aimed  at  his  head,  he  stooped 
and,  letting  his  opponent's  arms  pass  over 
him,  rujhed  within  his  guard  snd_JlliDt<^d  a 
successful  blow  ii^  the  body.  He'  was  so 
famous  for  thew  '  practices  his  aiitagonlsu 
usually  foiiRht  ori  Ihc  defensive."' 

There  were  few  '"knock-outs"  in  thOfle  days 
Only  biUng  and  gouging  were  "foul."  Deaths 
were  frequent.  Men  fought  to  the  limit  of 
their  endurance,  as  did  'he  Lancashire  fighter, 
Thomas  Hatton,  who,  in  a  bout  for  twenty 
guineas;  ''In  the  flrat  engagement  had  the  mis- , 
fortune  fo  fall  and  break  his  arm  after  which 
they  fought  upwards  of  twenty  minutes,  the 
Odds  being  aometimes  on  one  sidr  and  some- 
times *>n  the  other.  At  last  vlctorv  wa.s  de- 
cided in  favor  of  Hatton;  his  f'cond  aslUng 
him  why  he  did  not  use  the  other  arm.  he 
immediately  showed  It  to  the  company.  The 
gentlemen  of  Coventry  were  so  pleased  with 
Ma  couri^  Ihey  made  him-a  very  hani|pemi"

H*  discovered,  niuoglycerine.  then  dyna- 
mite LUtft^M  RiMlr  famous  diseovertes. 

the  latter  was  partly  an  accident  -an  uninlen- 
(lonal  admixture  of  nitroglycerine  and  kiesel- 

He  then  visited  the'  European  capitals  to 
obtain  money  for  building  factories.  Paru  at 
first  rejected  him,  then  New  York.  Through 
the  help  of  a  family  friend  he  erected  a  fac- 
tory In  California;  Napoleon  III  enabled  him 
to  build  In  France:  and  In  a  few  more  yean 
there  wera  factories  in  the  dilef  Xurc^ean 
countries. 

Then  came  his  "blasting  gelatine,"  a  mixture 

of  nitroglycerine  and  Bun  cotton  a  JelU-llke 
substance  more  powerful  than  dynamite— 
whlcli  he  patented  in  ItW. 

Thirteen  years  later  produced  "balli.st  ite." 
one  of  the  earliest  niuoglycerine  smokeless 
powders,  the  precursor  of  "cordite."  In  llt4-d 
the  British  Government  vlgorotisly  contested 
Nobel's  claim  that  his  patent  covered  cordite 
also,  and  the  courts  eventually  decided  against 
"-Nobel. 

-  He  lived  much  in  Paris,  experimenting  un- 
ceasingly. He  believed  that  If  he  could  dls- 
covw>4kn  explosive  of  such  terrific  energy  that 
Us  use  would  mean  wholesale  destruction,  that 
it  would  make  war  impossible.  Would  It? 
Would  anything  make  war  Impas.sible  whUst 
luimanlty  remains  what  It  is?  He  wrote  <in 
1893)  that  if  umversal  peace  was  not  estab- 
lished in  thirty  years  after  his  death,  barbar- 
ism would  re'iirn  He  died  thirty-seven  years 
ago.

WE  have,  or  could  have,  read  a  lot  about 
the  gay  doings  in  London  at  the  wed- 
ding of  the  Duke  of  Kent  and  his  beautiful 
bride.  Such  grandeur  most  of  us  cannot  even 
Imagine.  But  someone  in  that  yast  crowd 
noticed  the  brave  cheerfulness  of  one  of  the 
poorest  men  there.  He  or  she  sent  the  story  to 
The  Children's  NewQ>aper,  from  whldi  wa  tak# 
it.  Tlie  world  Is  not  so  big  or  the  distance  so 
great  thiit  we  cannot  feel  sympathy  and  ad- 
inii.ition  for  the  little  man  Whose  story  Is  so 
well  told  in  the  following  paragraphs: 

We  think  the  most  good-tempered  man  in 
the  great  crowd  at  the  wedding  the  other  day 
was  a  Uttle  man  selling  chocolates. 

The  world  has  not  much  to  give  these  men 
in  the  way  of  material  prosperity.  They  trudge 
for  miles  with  their  trays  hanging  from  a  strap, 
round  the  neck,  selling  iiere  a  penny  pocket 
and  there  a  twopenny  one.  and  now  and  again 
a  sixpenny  one,  lo  picking  up  a  few  farthings 
and  halfpennies  to  arcumulat^  info  a  few 
shillings  at  night,  j>mail  reward  for  much 
labor.  - 

Our  little  m.in  was  plying  with  his  tr;iy  1ft 
front  of  BuckinKha9i^]Pftl«cei  talking.  \^.apit..

About'  300  little  packets  were  scattered  on 
the  p.ivrment,  the  .strap  of  the  tray  was 
broken,  and  it  seemed  as  if  the  little  man's 
stock-in-trade  must  be  trampled  down  by  the 
crowd. 

But  no;  he  had  stiU  a  little  spa^,  and  he 
put  down  his  tray^nd.  with  a  few  helping 

l-.inds,  thi'  prickcUs  were  piled  up  In  a  heap 
while,  without  a  word,  the  man  knelt  down  to 
straighten  things  ou^  He  took  out  his  pen- 
knife and  bored  new  jholes  ih  his  broken  strap.

A\'ERY  Interesting  little  bird  Ls  .seen  at 
sea  near  the  coasts  of  Mexico,  Cali- 
fornia and  many  other  plaeas.  TWb  Is 
the  Stormy  Petrel,  a  name  that  means  Little 
Peter.  It  was  given  to  Uiis  smallest  of  web- 
fbetad  MM  because  It  seems  to  walk  on  the 
water.  The  bird  is  called,  loo,  by  a  long  Greek 
name  that  means  sea  runner.  There  are  many 
idnds  of  patrda,  but'tha  imanast  oC  all  Is  about 
the  size  of  a  lark.  It  U  black  with  a  little 
white  on  its  wings  and  near  its  tall. 

Sailors  do  hot  like  these  birds  wtUch,  they 
sajMoretelTa  storm.  They  call  them  Mother 
Carey's  chickens.  The  little  creatures  delight 
in  storms,  when  the  great  waves  bring  to 
the  surface  the  tiny  creatures  that  Uve  on  the 
ocean's  bed  Then,  we  are  told,  they  tread  the 
air  with  their  wings  while  tliey  gently  run 
akmg  patUng  the  surfaoe  of  the  water  with 
their  web  feet.  Watched  from  the  slup's 
deck,  it  looks  as  if  they  were  walking  on  the 
water. 

But  walking  on  the  water  i,s  not  the  only 
mystery  about  these  strange  birds.  For  a  very 
long  time  no  one  knew  whara  they  built  their 
nests,  laid  their  eggs  and  ramjLibtt&Jltlla^ 


ones.  Strange  fancies  the  people  had  It  was 
l/elieved  they  laid  their  eggs  on  the  kelp  and 
that,  their  young  were  brought  up  on  the  sur- 
irxce  of  the  water.  Others  believed  the  petrel 
held  tiicir  eggs  in  their  feet,  or  in  tiie  feathers 
oTthalr  iWnla.  .  '  ' 

At  last  it  was  discovered  by  naturalists  that 
the  mother  and  father  petrels  found  a  lonely 
Island,  made  boles  in  the  rock  and  built  their 
nests.  Here  the  mothers-lald  their  eggs.  Umb 
each  bird  sat  on  the  nest  twelve  hours,  while 
the  other  was  on  (.he  ocean  seeking  for  food, 
■artyin  the  monring  or  lata  In  the  evenhig'tfie 
fitters  and  the  wat?hers  would  change  places. 
It  was  hard  to  see  them  at  dawn  or  at  twilight. 
So  thr-fhrta.Hf  .Mother  Carey  s  chickens  in- 
creased.   

But  an  enen^y  appeared  which  may,  in  time, 
destroy  this  strange  Uttle  blid:  It  Is  the 
modern  Steamship  with  it.s  bright  ll^ts. 
Like  moths  the  birds  fly  toward.s  the  steamers 
and  fall  injured- on  the  deck  as  many  other 
birds  do  on  lighthouses. 

Whether  this  wise  little  bird  will  learn  to 
a»oid-Jba^ighte  and  so  preserve  the-t»fe  of 
lha  raee  time  will  tell.  '  ~  '

A  Practical  Rule 

most  practical  general  rule  to  loUow 
maintain  the  KHl-alwajw  In  that 
condition  bolwern  extreme  dryness  and  .a  too 
v/et,  mudlike  state.  This  can  best  be  donr 
by  examlnihff  the  plant  each  morning,  and 
-whenever  it  shows  evidence  of  dryness  im- 
~merslng  the  whole  pot  in  ajtall  of  water  for  a 
few  minutes.  Care  is  exercised  that  the 
water  used  Is  at  approximately  room  tempera- 
ture  and  not  icy  cold,  as  It  often  romcs  from 
the  faucet  at  this  time  of  year,  immersion 
Is  the  best  wajr  of  watering  house  plants,  for 
It  makes  certain  that  the  whole  ball  of  roll 
will  be  thoroughly  moistened,  a  condition 
often  not  attained' when  water  Is  applied  at 
the  surface  only. 

With  large  specimenii,  immcrsioaJS  not  al- 
ways possible.  In  such  cakes,  when  water  is 
needed  It  br^t  5;iip;)ne(l  in  liberal  (|uantltles 
by  means  of  a  watering  pot.  To  ascertain 
vrtiether  or  not  the  soli  in  a  pot  is  approach- 
ing a  tno-diy  condition  the  plant  grower  raps 
the  pot  shaiply  with  a  small  wooden  mallet 
or  with  the  knuckles;  a  ringing  tone  indicates 
a  iK  cd  for  water,  while  if  the  soil  is  suXflelMltly 
moist  a  dull,  heavy  sound  results. 

Hiimidity  Is  Important 

ATMOSPHERIC  humidity  1<!  no  iniiwrtant 
to  pla^it^i  that  many  failures  can  be  at« 
trlMited  to  a  too-dry  atmosphere.  Humidifiers 
In  a  room  heljl  tremendoualy.  Sometimes  the 
pots  are  set  in  shallow  trays  of  copi)er  or  zinc, 
which  havo  been  filled  with  pebbles,  gravel  or 
■rasa,  which  cmi  be  kept  moist.  In  Ihia  way 
the  tops  of  the  plants  benefit  fmm  an  atmos- 
phere made  moi&ter  by  the  evaporation  from

Ants  in  the  Garden 


Ligh*.  is  nece!>.<«ry  for  satisfactory  growth, 
particularly  in  flowering  plants.  Practically 
sll  plants  benefit  from  full  exposure  during 
the  midwinter  months,  and  tor  this  reason  a 
window  witli  a  southern  or  eastern  exposure 
usually  produces  the  best  results.  On  cold 
nii^ts  it  Is  advisable  to  remove  them,  from  too 
close  proximity  to  the  glais,  or  else, to  insert 
two  or  three  thicknesses  of  stout  paper  ht- 
tween  the  plant  and  the  window  pane  in  order 
to  avoid  subjecting  the  plant  to  violent 
-fluctuations  of  temperature 

Drafts— even  currents  of  warm  air— are  ex- 
tremtiy  harmful  to  living  plants  and  cold 

drafts  Mx^ll  nn  early  death  to  dellratcty  nlMd 
subjects.  Unsuspected  drafts  are  oftta  tht 
cause  of  plants  refusing  to  thrive.  Often, 
merely  changlnK  the  position  of  ft  plant  In  the 
loom  wUl  make  It  healthier. 

CItan  Foliagt  Important 

CLFAN  foUnfre  ts-lmportant;  freedom  from 
dust  and  Insect  pests  can  b^  insured  by 
sponging  the  leaves  at  weekly  Intervati  with 
h:kewarm  walrr  ;n  uhi'  h  .some  SQftp' and  a 
little  InsflcUcide  have  been  dissolved. 

"Chrlstowa"  Begonias  (a  name  applied  to 
Jl!i..Mfi  varieties  of  what  is  known  as  the 
Ololre>de-Lorralne  section)  last  for  a  long 
lime  in  bloom  if  given  reasonable  care.  Dry- 
ness of  the  atmosphere  or  rooting  medium  and 
drafts  must  be  avoided,  and  after  the  plants 
have  flowered  they  may  be  pruned  lightly 
and  in  the  Spring  repotted.  During  Biunmef 
they  must  be  .ihafNd  from  Mrong  sumhlne. 
Hiey  do  not  as  a  rule  thrive  pennanenlly  as 
house  plants,  but  some  oareful  gardeners 
succeed  with  them.

In  a  war  of  extermination,  control  measures 
depend  somewhat  upon  tht  spteles  and  tht 

nature  of  the  ants'  work.  

For  the  small  brown  an'.  I,a.sius  uiRer  L., 
tiiat  makes  numerous  small  mounds  i^i  inch 
or  two  in  diameter,  a  ~fiill  consisting  of  an 
ounce  of  Parl.s  ifreen  and  a  pound  of  brown 
sugar  is  eflective.  These  mattrlals  should  be 
thoroughly  mixed  and  scattered  lightly  ever 
the  infested  area  in  th.e  morning,  and  soon  a.s 
the  dew  is  oQ  the  plaints.  One  pound  of  the 
mixture  should  cover  about  3,000  square  feet  of 
surface.  — 

An  Efftctivt  Bait 

ANOTHER  poison  bait  that  has  been  found 
to  be  very  efTective  may  be  prepared  as 
follow.s:  Boil  together  four  ounces  of  sugar 
and  two  and  one-half  pints  of  water,  then 
add  eleven  and  three-tentlxs  crams  '0  4  ounce) 
of  tartar  emetic.  Small  pieces  ol  .sponge 
saturated  with  the  solution  snd  di-slributcd 
about  where  the  snts  are  active.  The  bait  Is 
more  efTective  If  shelters  are  placed  over  the 
Its. 


For  tht  ants  th.it  constriirt  large  mounds,' 
fumigation  with  carbon  disulfide  or -calcium 
cyanide  Is  effective.   In  using  carbon  disulfide, 

about  a  teaspoonful  is  poured  inUy  the  entrance 
of  each  burrow  and  the  opening  closed  with 
eafth.  A  mechanic's  spring,  bottom  oil  can 
will  be  found  convenient,  fur  this  purpose.  With 
larger  mounds  holes  a  haU-inrh  in  diameter 
and  ten  to  twelve  Inches  deep  may  be  made 
with  a  i)i)Uite<i  rod  and  the  carbon  dLsulphlde 
poured  in.  The  holes  .should  then  be  plugged, 
and  the  entire  mound  covered  with  a  piece  of 
old  carpet  or  several  thicknesses  of  burlap  for 
a  p-^riod  of  twenty-foyr  hours.  Carl>on  disul- 
fide u  poisonous  and  Inflammable,  and  should 
be  handled  ftt  such. 


Winter  Feeding  of  Lawns 
That  Are  Debilitated 

F-»XPERTS  rlalm  that  every  ton  of  grass  clip- 
j  pings  cut  from  your  lawn  removes  from 
the  soil  thirty-four  pounds  of  nitrogen,  thirty- 
six  pounds  of  potash  and  seventeen  pounds  of 
phosphoric  acid.  It  is  largely  these  substances, 
thtrtfoft,  that  must  be  replaced. 

Wlnrn  you  realize  the  huge  amount  of  plant 
food  that  is  taken  out  of  your  soli  season  after 
season,  you  can  scarcely  wonder  that  to  many 
lawa<(  are  >ii.st  ."slmpIy  played  out. 

The  Winter  care  of  a  really  deblUtated  lawn, 
then,  should  consist  of  a  light,  even  mulching 

<)(  Kfod  cdw  m.iniire  or  other  thoroughly  rotted 
manure,  with  as  little  straw  as  possible.  This 
not  only  protects  the  grass  from  tht  cold,  but 
supplies  the  much-deslrrd  plant  food  as  well. 

In  Spiinp.  whrn  frrnwth  first  starts,  the 
coarser  material  sli  )iil(l  be  raked  off  for  garden 
use,  and  the  rematnuin  pur*-  manure  broken  up 
and  raked  into  the  turf.  This  is  the  best  time 
to  renovate.'  The  lawn  seed  can  be  sown  at  tht 
last  rakiuK  alKiut  one-half  as  thick  ai 
lawns,  and  the  whole  lawn  rolled.  -
